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Pride 

Parade sets 
new course

REDEYE 

Chicago Pride Parade organizers are planning to move 
Up its start time, tweak the route and cap the number 
of entries— all moves to ensure the popular event stays 
in Boystown and goes on safely without a hitch. 

Next year’s event will start lo a.m. instead of noon to 
discourage heavy drinking, parade coordinator Rich- 
ard Pfeiffer said. Other city parades, such as the Bud 
Rilliken parade, start at the same time. 

Additionally the route will be more spread out and 
lengthened by five blocks. The new route will start at 
Montrose Avenue and Broadway instead of Belmont 
Avenue and Halsted Street. It will go south on Broad- 
way flow into Halsted and then go south on Halsted 
to Belmont. From there, it will go east on Belmont 
to Broadway. The remainder of the route— south on 
Broadway to Diversey Parkway then east to Cannon 
Drive— will be the same. 

The new route will allow attendees to use the Wil- 
son and Sheridan Red Line stops in addition to Addi- 
son and Belmont stations that have been used in years 
past. It also will dodge the V-neck of Halsted to Broad- 
way which Pfeiffer said landlocked people and could 
have caused a problem in an emergency situation. 

Another change will limit the parade entries 
to 200 —down from 250— to help keep the event at 
2 1/2 hours long. 

Mike Collins, the owner of F. O^Mahony’s at 3701 N. 
Broadway said Wednesday that moving the parade a 
block over to Halsted will affect his business *'quite a 
bit” on the bar’s busiest day 

^‘People come here every year to watch it from in- 
side the bar,” he said. “They won’t be able to view the 
parade from this establishment.” 

An employee at The Unabridged Bookstore at 
3251 N. Broadway said she wasn’t entirely sure how the 
new parade route would affect the store, which in the 
past has closed its doors as the parade passed by. 

Pfeiffer said he knows some businesses will be dis- 
appointed, but he noted the parade still brings people 
—an estimated 800,000 in 2on — to the community 
that day, and a good chunk of the parade remains on 
Broadway 

The changes came about after organizers met with 
city officials after the parade in June, Safety concerns 
were raised, and the changes are aimed at resolving 
them while keeping the parade in the neighborhood, 
Pfeiffer said. 

“'I'he bottom line was safety to make this safe and 
fun for everybody” he said.

Bicyclists soon will face the same 
restrictions ag^^inst texting while 
riding in Chicago as motorists do 
while behind the wheel. 

The City Council on Wednes- 
day passed an ordinance pro- 
hibiting bicyclists from texting 
while moving. They also cannot 
make cellphone calls unless using 
a hands-free dewice under an or- 
dinance that passed the council 
without dissent. 'I'he ban will go 
into effect next month. 

Fines will start at S20 for a first 
offense and go up to Sioo for a 
third or subsequent violation. If 
an accident is involved, the fine 
could shoot up to S500.

As their kindred spirits in New York 
City drew thousands to Wall Street, 
those involved in the almost 2-week- 
old protest Occupy Chicago say the/re 
seeing growing numbers here coming

Centering their efforts on the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Chicago, those 
taking part in Occupy Chicago run the 
gamut from liberals to Libertarians to 
the politically uncommitted, angry 
about government bailouts of corpora- 
tions. 

“We’re here for justice— our sign says 
it all, and our sign says, 'Stop govern- 
ment crimes,’ ” said Chris Fogarty, as he 
stood with his wife. Alary O’Sullivan, at 
Jackson Boulevard and LaSalle Street. 
‘And the other side says, ‘Restore our 
laws.’ ” 

The protests have been running 
24 hours since they started 13 days ago. 
When she joined the protests on their 
fourth day, Evelyn DeHais, 24— now 
among the media spokespeople for the 
organizers— saw about 70 people at- 
tending the protests at their peak time. 

In more recent days, she claimed the 
peak attendance sometimes reached 
about 400. 

Organizers don’t know when they 
will end the protests.

Burnside saw two homicides last week, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

A 53-year-old man died from injuries he 
sustained from a fight Friday in the 9300 
block of South University Avenue, officials 
said. Two days earlier, a 32-year-old man 
was shot to death in the 9400 block of 
South Avalon Avenue, police said. 

Burnside has recorded three homicides 
so far this year, RedEye data shows. The 
South Side community area logged one ho- 
micide last year, according to data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were re- 
corded in the past week in Belmont Cragin, 
Chatham and Washington Heights, RedEye 
determined. 

Meanwhile, September ended last week 
with 38 homicides, up from 31 homicides 
In September 2010, according to RedEye 
data. 

Three homicides have been recorded so 
far this month. Police recorded 35 homi- 
cides in October 2010, RedEye found.

D WASHINGTON Sarah Palin said Wednes- 
day that she will not seek the Republi- 
can presidential nomination in 2012, ending 
months of doubt and leaving the Republican 
field largely settled. 

Palin had shown little sign of joining the race 
to ehallcnge President Obama but made it offi- 
cial in a letter to supporters and in an interview 
with conservative talk radio host Mark Levin. 

^'After much prayer and serious consider- 
ation^ I have decided that 1 will not be seeking 
the 2012 GOP nomination for president of the 
United States,” she said in the letter, 

Palin’s star had faded since her opening days 
as John McCain’s vice presidential nominee in 
2008 when she burst onto the scene as a relative 
unknown and quickly became a conservative 
star and promoted herself as a ‘*mama grizzly.” 


She has been polling far behind the main 
challengers for the Republican nomination— 
Mitt Romney, Rick Perry and Herman Cain— 
and most Palin-watchers had long since con- 
cluded that she was not going to run based on 
a series of equivocating statements, 

I ler announcement came a day after New Jer- 
sey Gov. Chris Christie opted against running, 
TTie only woman in the 2012 race now is Minne- 
sota Congresswoman Michele Bachmann, 
is popular with the same social conservatives

Digital pioneer leaves a lasting legacy 

Los Angeles Tim^ 

Steve Jobs, the tech titan who co- founded Apple and 
transformed one industry after another— from computers and 
smartphones to music and movies— died Wednesday He was 56. 

“Wc arc deeply saddened to announce that Steve Jobs passed 
away today” Apple said in a statement. “Steve's brilliance, pas- 
sion and energy were the source of countless innovations that 
enrich and improve all of our lives. The world is immeasurably 
better because of Steve.” 


Jobs had resigned as chief executive of Apple in August, after struggling 
with illness for nearly a decade, including a bout with pancreatic cancer 
in 2003 and a liver transplant years later. I lis legacy includes the Apple IIj 
Macintosh, iJVlac, iPod, iPhone and iPad, 

Few companies were as tied to their leaders as Apple was with Jobs, who 
CO- founded the computer maker in his parents’ Silicon Valley g3.rage in 
1976, and decades later rescued it from near-bankruptcy and turned it into 
the world’s most valuable tech outfit. 

Jobs always said he wanted make “a dent in the universe,” part of his 
message that tcchnologj^ was a tool to improve human life and unleash 
creativity

» Few careers traced a more mythic sweep than 
Jobs' did An adopted child in a working-class 
CaJifomia home^ he dropped out of college and 
won the title “father of the computer revolu- 
tion” by the age of 29, But by 30 he had been 
forced out of the company he had created. 

Once he returned to the company however, 
he trotted out a series of innovations— unveil- 
ing them with matchless showmanship— that 
quickly became everywhere. With him, the 
release of a new gadget was a cultural e%^ent. 

Jobs' meteoric rise all started in high school 
in Cupertino, Calif, where he met Steve Wo z- 
niak, a technical wizard who was in and out of 
college. 

In April 1976, the two launched Apple 
Computer out of that garage, reproducing 
Wozniak's circuit board as their first product. 

Whether pitching a product or wooing a job 
candidate, Jobs liked to paint what he was sell- 
ing as part of a revolution, an idea that rever- 
berates in Silicon Valley start-ups to this day 

With the iPod's release, Jobs lighted the way 
for the entertainment industry in the digital 
age. ITie iPod became Apple's most popular 
product and soon captured about 70 percent 
of the market for digital music players. 

Two years later, through deals that Jobs 
brokered with the recording industry, Apple 


opened its iTuncs online store, the country's 
No. I music retailer. 

With iTiines— which expanded to selling 
movies, TV shows, books and games— Jobs 
transformed Apple from a computer maker 
into one of the primary gatekeepers for the 


explosion of online media. 

T'he iPhone gave the cellphone a touch 
screen and a Web browser in 2007, and it en- 
abled the growth of a booming industry of 
small mobile games and applications. 

Last year, Apple released the iPad tablet 


computer, a wireless reading, gaming and 
Web-surfing slate that sold nearly 7 million 
units in less than a year. 

Jobs always presented himself as an out- 
sider even at the top of American business, a 
convention-bucking visionary who was will- 
ing to wade into new industries to do battle 
with mo\de studios, record labels and cell- 
phone giants. lie nearly always appeared in 
public wearing a black turtleneck, worn jeans 
and sneakers. 

An intensely private person, Jobs rarely dis- 
cussed his personal life and had little taste for 
the trappings of celebrity. 

For years, his health was an issue that 
wouldn't go away Although he was diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer in 2003, he did not re- 
veal his illness for nine months, according to 
a Fortune magazine report. He finally agreed 
to surgery in 2004, the first of several proce- 
dures including a liver transplant in 2008. 

In a Stanford commencement speech in 
2005, Jobs spoke at length about mortality 
and its value as a force ag^iinst complacency 

“Death is very likely the best invention of 
life," he said in the speech. 'All pride, all fear 
of embarrassment or failure, these things just 
fall away in the face of death, leaving only 
what is truly important."

The bites: Ttie real draw at 
Farmhouse seems to be the food, 
with most patrons settling down to 
a late dinner rather than ordering 
rounds of drinks on the Friday we 
stopped by The bar snacks and ap- 
petizer list seemed hearty enough to 
make a meal out of. and the macW 
cheese fritters ($3) were surprisingly 
un-greasy with a barbecue cream 
sauce adding just enough kick. When 
my friend and I ordered a salad and 
the trout to split, the kitchen served 
it up on two personal plates without 
even asking-a nice touch. The trout 
($18) was fresh and flavorful with 
the melted leeks adding a surprising 
burst of bitterness that worked v/ell. 


Bottom line: Farmhouse is do- 
ing everything right, but it still 
feels unoriginal. Local beer list? 
Seasonal. Mldwestern-lspired dishes? 
Communal seating with animal- 
centric art? Where have we seen this 
before? 


The drinks: The beer list is impres- 
sive. More than 25 on draft, includ- 
ing a personal favorite. Boulevard's 
Tank 7 Farmhouse Ale. The focus 
remains on regional brews from 
Illinois. Indiana. Wisconsin and 
Michigan. Not in the mood for 
beer? Drink options also include 
a handful of house cocktails, 
such as the John Deere Bc«r 
^SS» a mix of rooibos tea. Hum 
and a white ale. Wine options in- 
clude a red and white house wine 
available on draft. The Domalne 
Berrian merlot wasn't impressive-a 
little too sweet-but at $6 a glass, the 
price was right

Did we have to wait for service? Sure. When we 
tried to get our check at around 10:30 p.m., it took 
about 10 minutes of ieaning over the bar. And the 
wait probabiy got worse as the ciocked dragged 
on. Thanks to its iate-night iicense (it’s open untii 
4 a.m. weekdays and 5 a.m. Saturdays) and Logan 
Square iocation, don’t expect the buzz around 
The Owi to go away any time soon-this hang- 
out is going to continue to draw a neighborhood 
crowd. 


The scene: Dark and cozy on a hot 
stretch of Miiwaukee Avenue in Logan 
Square, The Owi is iocated in the for- 
mer home of a iate-night nightciub. 
Whiie the atmosphere and ciienteie 
certainiy have changed (you won’t 
find much dancing now from the hip- 
ster crowd now), much has stayed the 
same, inciuding an incredibie 50-foot 
bar with a curious (and bathroom run- 
inducing) waterfaii fountain behind it. 
The bar seems on the divey side, iike it’s 
been there for years. Other than then 
intenseiy hipster crowd, there’s nothing 
particuiariy striking about the spot.

“Tim is one of the funniest people Fve ever

miere’s title, “The Lockout,” may have been inspired 
by real events, but has nothing to do with them. 

It’s actually related to a porn movie. 

If you think that plot line doesn’t sound like it 
belongs in a comedy about friends in a fantasy foot- 
ball league, you haven’t watched it in the past. The 
beauty of this series from husband/wife team Jeff 
Schaffer and Jackie Marcus Schaffer is its surprises. 
You just never know what to expect, except to laugh 
out loud at all the inappropriate humor. 

The season opens with reigning league champion Ruxin (Nick Kroll) choosing to hold the 
new season’s draft at Andre’s (Paul Scheer) apartment, but with a twist that involves the gang 
meeting Rail’s (Jason Mantzoukas) porn-making pal Dirty Randy (guest star Seth Rogen). 

To say more would be to spoil, so I’ll only add that in its third season “The League” is sharper 
and raunchier than ever, and the aforementioned cast members, as well as Mark Duplass, Jon 
Lajoie, Stephen Rannazzisi and Katie Aselton, score TDs with nearly every line. Some examples: 
“Pile into your clown car of lies ...’’And, “The dude who looks like an illiterate Wolverine.” 
There are so many more we can’t print here.

Bromance in bloom

A big Hollywood production can make for 
strange bedfellows. “Real Steel,” the Hugh 
Jackman fighting-robot movie that opens this 
weekend, made a truly odd one: it cemented 
a bond between Sugar Ray Leonard and Jack- 
man co-star Anthony Mackie. 

How did the classically trained actor and 
the world-champion boxer come to meet? 
Leonard was training “Steel” star Hugh Jack- 
man and choreographing the film’s robot 
fights when the two struck up a relationship. 

‘After talking to him, he’s kind of one of 
the nicest guys that you would think about 
punching you in the face over and over again,” 
Mackie told 24 Frames at the “Real Steel” pre- 
miere Sunday 

The actor also read Leonard’s memoir, 
“The Big Fight,” and it made him realize that 
the boxer’s life would make “an amazing mov- 
ie” in which he’d like to star. 

Leonard, who has had a bit of an on-screen 
career himself (he appeared as himself in “The 
Fighter” last year, for instance), returned the 


favor by endorsing a Mackie portrayal. “That 
would be awesome,” he said. 

Mackie has spent the past five years devel- 
oping a film about another iconic black ath- 
lete, Jesse Owens. Though the project may 
not be making its way to the big screen at the 
speed of an Olympic sprinter, Mackie still 
has hopes for the project, calling Jonathan 
Demme his “dream” director. 

Mackie, who has expressed frustration be- 
fore about the scarcity of roles for black actors 
in Hollywood, is hoping an independent film 
like the Owens biopic could allow him greater 
freedom than a conventional Hollywood pro- 
duction. Known for indie roles in films such 
as “Half Nelson” and “The Hurt Locker,” 
Mackie is taking a step into a studio realm: in 
addition to “Steel,” he has roles in upcoming 
big-budget pictures such as ‘Abraham Lin- 
coln: Vampire Hunter” and “Gangster Squad.” 

Mackie will be honored at the Chicago In- 
ternational Film Festival, which starts Thurs- 
day, with the Artistic Achievement Award at 
its Black Perspective Tribute.
